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’sa-B5  STATE  OF  THE  HOBBY 

1984  can  best  be  characterized  as  another  rebuilding  year  for  the 
silver  art  bar  hooby.  un  the  new  issues  scene,  no  previous  producers 
dropped  out  and  several  new  sources  of  limited  edition  pieces 
appeared.  Additionally,  more  and  more  individuals  and  groups  are 
commissioning  the  striking  of  their  own  private  issues. 

"Old"  art  bars  have  held  their  own  in  1984  and  despite  a  slight 
levelling  of  prices  towards  year's  end,  some  record  prices  have 
been  realized.  On  the  whole,  premium  art  bars  have  maintained  premium 
prices,  while  middle-of-the-road  bars  have  softened  with  declining 
silver  prices. 

Silver  bullion  buyers  have  endured  a  rough  year,  with  the  spot  price 
never  really  seeing  double  figures.  As  X  write  this,  the  market  has 
slipped  under  the  47  level  for  the  first  time  since  1982  and  some 
analysts  see  it  going  down  to  86  Before  it  levels  out. 

1985  presents  some  pretty  bright  outlooks  for  the  hobby.  Many  new 
bars  will  be  produced  and  there  is  definitely  a  new  catalogue  coming 
out  although  no  issue  date  has  been  announced  as  yet.  More  and  more 
collectors  and  dealers  are  coming  into  the  hobby  and  there  should  be 
still  more  in  1985.  Competition  for  quality  bars  amongst  collectors 
and  competition  to  sell  amongst  dealers  should  result  in  higher 
prices  for  the  true  rarities  and  more  reasonable  prices  on  lesser 
pieces.  This  will  be  very  healthy  for  the  hooby  as  true  market  values 
will  finally  oe  established  through  the  "free  market"  system.  All  in 
all,  I  think  1985  will  be  a  banner  year  for  collectors  and  dealers 
alike ! 

Let’s  take  a  look  at  some  of  the  stories  which  characterize  the  past 
and  coming  years. 


OLD  FACES  -  NEW  BARS 

Tom  Greathouse  has  continued  to  produce  his  popular  "personality" 
bars  at  a  rate  of  two  issues  every  few  months.  Mintages  are  limited 
to  a  maximum  of  125  silver  and  125  bronze  and  are  struck  by  the 
WOULD  WIDE  MINT.  The  bars  are  expensive,  but  considering  the  quality 
and  rarity  of  the  bars,  they  are  WELL  WORTH  IT! 

Harvey  Chew's  "SILVER  MINE"  is  also  continuing  to  produce  high 
quality,  limited  edition  bars  struck  by  WORLD  WIDE.  Although  he's 
been  somewhat  quiet  on  other  topics,  Harvey  still  markets  a  commem- 
erativr  Oar  for  every  flight  of  the  famous  "Space  Shuttles."  Harvey 
also  publishes  a  bi-monthly  price  list  featuring  new  bars  and  rounds, 
Greathouse  material  and  a  smaller  selection  of  older  bars. 

Duane  Spellman  (USSC  -  the  Mint(TM)  )  continues  as  a  driving  force 
behind  the  art  bar  hobby.  Currently  available  from  The  Mint  are  two 
100  mintage  enamelled  Olympic  pieces  which  Duane  says  are  so  beau¬ 
tiful  they'll  revitalize  the  hobby!  Also  available  are  two  Christmas 
bars,  one  a  serially  numbered  edition  of  100.  Duane  i3  so  pleased 


with  the  enamelled  bar3  that  he's  planning  annual  enamelled  issues 
to  commemerate  the  "Super  cowl,"  "Indy  500,"  "Kentucky  Derby," 

"  World  Series"  and  "NBA  Championsh  i  p. "  WAY  TO  GO  ,  DUANE!!! 

Doyle  Francis  (Doyle's  Coin  Palace)  is  involved  with  Masterpiece 
Medal lions/ Golden  State  Mint.  While  to  my  knowledge  they  have  not 
yet  produced  any  real  low  mintage  pieces,  they  hace  done  a  number 
o!  middle-of-the-road  bar3  of  a  "regional"  nature  that  may  be 
difficult  to  obtain  outside  the  primary  marketing  area. 

NEW  FACES  -  NEW  BARS 

The  RAINBOW  MINT  is  a  new  operation  from  ILn  Silver  featuring  hand 
painted,  limited  edition  bars  that  are  not  available  in  silver  form. 
ILR  will  continue  to  hand  paint  silver  bars  from  SILVEHTOWNE  and 
other  mints  that  appeal  to  them. 

MARITIME  MINT  (that's  us,  folks!)  produced  two  limited  edition  art 
bars  in  1984  featuring  the  USS  Kitty  Hawn  and  U3S  New  Jersey.  We 
had  planned  on  finishing  more  of  the  series,  but  time  restrictions 
cut  us  short.  For  1985,  we  will  continue  with  the  "World's  Greatest 
Warships"  series  and,  hopefully,  will  branch  out  into  some  other 
areas.  We're  bursting  with  ideas,  but  need  to  see  how  much  time  and 
money  are  available  to  develop  them  with! 

MANY  FACES  -  OLD  BARS 

yd  Lantz  -  Northwest  Coin  Center  of  Bryan,  OH.  I've  talked  to  3d 
quite  a  few  times  recently  and  he's  a  nice  guy!  His  background  is 
similar  to  mine  -  coin  dealer  with  a  personal  interest  in  art  bars 
that  grew.  Folks,  3d  has  got  a  lot  of  art  bars  and  some  of  his 
prices  are  pretty  darn  good!  3d  nas  sponsored  two  local  interest 
art  bars  struck  by  the  Crown  Mint.  One  is  the  Ohio  bar  with  the 
Cardinal  that  ILR  hand  painted  a  portion  of.  The  other  commerates 
the  local  "Egg'n  Fest"-  another  nice  bar.  3d  is  also  interested  in 
an  idea  that  a  lot  of  us  have  been  mulling  around  -  a  new  national 
club  for  silver  art  bar  collectors!  One  possible  result  of  this 
would  be  a  national  convention  in  1985.  I  like  this  idea,  too,  and 
would  be  happy  to  receive  your  ideas  and  input  ccricer.-i  i  r  g  a  national 
club. 

fatti  Moreno  -  Patti  doesn't  do  mail  order,  but  if  you  make  any  of 
the  major  coin  shows  nationwide,  you'll  probably  meet  Patti  and 
her  husband,  Louie,  under  the  banner  of  Western  Numismatics,  Rowland 
Heights,  CA.  Patti  does  the  bars  and  Louie  the  coins  -  check  them 
out ! 


AAMAC  -  Portland,  OR  -  publishes  regular  price  lists  of  silver  art. 
I've  only  gotten  one,  but  they  were  offering  a  lot  of  art  oars, 
rounds  and  other  related  collectibles.  Check  for  their  ads  in  Coin 
World. 

Karen  Waldner  -  Gruver,  MO  -  publishes  less  frequent  price  lists, 
but  they  generally  contain  some  pretty  nice  material!!! 
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GREAT  ART  BAR  EVENT  OF  THE  YEAR  1984! 


Without  question,  the  greatest  art  bar  event  of  1984  was  the  re¬ 
surfacing  of  a  huge  hoard  of  Green  Country  Mint  bars  in  the  midwest. 

As  it  happens,  we  had  done  some  research  on  this  hoard  when  it 
initially  was  purchased  and  were  wondering  where  it  had  gone.  As 
such,  we  can  give  you  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  story.  You'll 
just  have  to  speculate  on  what  happened  in  between. 

It's  a  well  known  fact  that  Bill  Me  Kenzie's  bars  had  their  ups 
and  downs.  With  the  highest  issue  price  in  the  industry,  even  the 
quality  of  the  appearance  and  the  rarity  of  issues  couldn't  sell 
them  all.  This  was  even  more  acute  with  the  gold  plated  and  antique 
silver  issues.  Bill's  father  was  involved  and  financed  most  of  the 
issues.  When  he  dropped  out,  Bill  was  in  a  bind  to  put  out  the 
remaining  ideas  on  his  drawing  board.  At  some  point  in  1979,  he  sold 
out  his  entire  inventory  of  earlier  issues  to  Richard  Allgire  of 
Lakeview,  OH.  This  sale  resulted  in  two  sales  lists.  The  first  one 
was  pretty  reasonable  and  offered  bars  for  almost  straight  across 
trades  against  anything  in  the  (then)  new  catalogue.  The  second  list, 
put  out  during  the  silver  peak  of  1980,  has  become  a  memorable  joke 
with  everyone  who's  seen  it.  No  bar  was  priced  under  SI  50  and  it  went 
up  to  a  high  of  around  S2500  Tor  a  gold  plated  Elvis  bar  with  SN#1! 
Needless  to  say  -  silver  rush  or  not  -  that  sale  was  not  a  huge 
success. 

Recently,  a  coin  dealer  in  Chicago  died  and  when  his  vault  was 
opened,  there  were  Bill's  bars.  When  the  estate  was  dispersed,  these 
found  their  way  to  Ed  Lantz,  who  subsequently  passed  on  a  portion 
of  them  to  ILR  Silver  -  but  that's  another  story. 

Where  were  the  bars  in  between?  We  don't  know,  but  if  any  of  you  do, 
we'd  like  to  hear  about  it! 

GREAT  ART  BAR  EVE1T  OF  THE  YEAR  1985! 

We've  been  dealing  in  art  bars  for  almost  two  years  now  and  the 
question  we've  heard  most  frequently  during  that  time  is,  "When  will 
a  new  catalogue  be  coming  out?"  Finally,  it  looks  like  there's  a 
light  at  the  end  of  the  tunnel! 

As  with  the  1979  catalogue,  the  new  edition  will  be  the  result  of 
an  immense  amount  of  effort  on  the  part  of  many  people.  Primary  among 
these  are  the  late  John  Knox  and  Bill  Cassin,  historians  extraor¬ 
dinaire!  Historians  are  a  special  breed  of  person.  In  addition  to 
building  personal  collections,  their  curioscity,  perserverance , 
patience  and  absolute  dedication  to  the  hobby  lead  them  to  seek  and 
ferret  out  every  possible  tidbit  of  information  on  art  bars  and  to 
record  them  for  posterity.  John  Knox  devoted  the  last  ten  years  of 
his  life  in  this  pursuit.  In  the  words  of  his  close  friend,  Steve 
Rood,  John  lived  and  breathed  art  bars  during  every  waking  moment. 

His  records  are  the  most  complete  and  detailed  anywhere  and  with  them, 
he  leaves  behind  a  legacy  that  will  never  be  forgotten.  Bill  Cassin 
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and  his  wife,  Nita,  have  also  been  educational  giants  in  the  hobby, 
writing  regular  articles  for  the  art  bar  periodicals  of  the  70's. 
Their  record  keeping  has  also  been  meticulous,  recording  notes  for 
each  bar  on  file  cards,  firing  the  past  few  years,  bill  has  been 
computerizing  these  records  for  easier  access  and  organization.  He 
has  integrated  John's  records  into  his  computer  program  and  this 
program  forms  the  basis  for  the  new  catalogue. 

Other  well-known  contributors  should  not  be  overlooked.  Steve  Hood 
and  Duane  Spellman  have  lent  valuable  experience  and  assistance,  and 
many  others  have  contributed  information  on  new  bars  and  corrections 
of  old  catalogue  errors  and  omissions.  John  Devine  (Death  Valley 
Mint  -  Heigh  Ho  Silver)  is  out  of  art  bars  now,  but  owns  a  printing 
company  which  will  publish  the  catalogue. 

Photoplates  have  been  started,  but  it's  hard  to  say  at  this  point 
when  all  preparations  will  be  complete.  This  catalogue  is  one  of  the 
key,  necessary  ingredients  to  revitalizing  our  hobby.  Hopefully,  it 
will  oe  available  in  time  to  be  the  great  event  of  1985!

Lots  7-10  feature  bars  from  the  elusive  "Missions  of  California" 
set  by  the  El  Dorado  Mint.  The  1979  Cat.  states  that  although  the 
set  had  a  projected  mintage  of  5000  bars,  it  is  believed  that  very 
few  were  issued.
